As many unbiased experts pointed out, "share-thc- 
wealth" would really "dcstroy-the-wcalth." It is all 
very well to talk about soaking the rich, and about 
breaking up accumulated capital, but when you, do that 
you break up industry, you destroy jobs, you artficially 
dry up the strings of productive enterprise, you stop 
progress — and in the long run, the person who gets 
soaked the hardest is the man looking for a job. 

These new proposals arc not primarily destined to 
raise revenue — drastic and confiscatory as they are, 
they would produce but a minute fraction of the money 
that is being spent today for federal activities. The rich 
arc too few and far between, and the great estates that 
would be taxed almost inco non-existence are rarer yet. 
The proposals come under the head of "reform" — and 
they are put forward at a time when other unprecedented 
"reforms" are the greatest obstacles in the way of re- 
covery. Wc need to stimulate capital, not to frighten 
it; we need to give the investor the confidence that will 
make him put his money to work, not to make him give 
up in despair because of policies that would destroy the 
accumulations and labors of generations. 

Far, equitable and reasonable taxation is essential 
to economic and social stability; inequality, unfair and 
confiscatory taxation can create only havoc — at the ex- 
pense of every worker, every home-owner, every citizen.

GIVE INDUSTRY A FAIR CHANCE 

"The power of government to improve conditions 
is not a drop in the bucket compared to the enormous 
prosperity- making capacity that lies in the natural ten- 
dency of business and industry Co make better products 
at lower cost, to distribute them widely, and in the pro- 
cess to create more jobs and higher wages," said Ernest 
T, Weir, Chairman of the National Steel Corporation, 
recently. 'This iialural capacity has been impotent 
recently because of the fear and uncertainty engendered 
among business men by governmental interference." 

It is an often expressed belief that government can 
neither create nor prevent recover>' — but it can retard it 
for a discouraglngly long time. By stifling investments 
with taxation, by destroying confidence through bureau- 
cratic domination, and by standing in the way of indus- 
trial expansion through threats of more arid increasingly 
stringent regimentation of the nation's productive ma- 
chinery, politics can become prosperity's worst enemy. 

Give industry a fair chance, and it will do its part 

to bring back good times.

FIVE REQUISITES OF CO-OPERATION 
According to Earl W. Benjamin, General Manager of 
the Pacific Egg Producers, there arc five requisites co ' 
success in forming and conducting an agricultural co- 
operative: ' 

First, qualified executives must be employed to han- 
dle the cooperative's affairs. 



Second, the co-op must be soundly and adequately 
financed. 

' Third, it should stand on its own legs, met compcti- 
xion through advancing the efficiency of opcraton, and 
should 86 far'iisjt is possible avoid depending on gov- 
ernmental subsidies. 

Fourth, it should limit its activities strictly to the 
business purposes of the cooperative. 

Fifth, it should keep all members thoroughly in- 
formed as to what is going on. - . ■ 

As Mr. Benjamin sdys, cooperatives lackiii^ any of 
these requisites arc doomed to trouble sooner or later. 

Good cooperatives are of the utmost service to agri- 
culture — poor, badly organized ones can do great harm 
to the very cause they espouse.

BILLIONS FOR WORK RELIEF, BUT NO WORK 
On April 8, Congress, at the request of the Preiident, 
passed a bill appropriating $4,880,000,000 for work 
relief. 

At that time, Mr. Roosevelt stated that by July t 
all the nation's unemployed who were able to work, 
would have federal jobs, and would be off the local re- 
lief rolls. 

July came and passed. More than $400,000,000 
had been approved for 474 projects, yet not a single 
man had been put to work. 

The reason is two-fold: First, and most important, 
the works program is supposed to employ 3,500,000 
men for one year. If that is done, the cost per worker, 
including materials, must be held down to the very low 
figure of $1,145. 

Second, there has been constant disagreement be- 
tween Secretary of the Interior Ickcs and Relief Admin- 
istrator Hopkins. Mr. Ickcs is the head of the Public 
Works Administration, and Mr, Hopkins guides the 
Works Progress Administration. The two bureaus in- 
evitably overlap — and both executives claim jurisdiction 
over the same projects. 

Mr, Ickes is of the opinion that relief money should 
be spent for projects of permanent benefit — grade cross- 
ing elimination, river and harbor developments, road 
work, etc. Mr. Hopkins, on the other hand, is con- 
cerned only with putting men to work, and he knows 
that the adoption of projects in which material costs 
arc high will defeat that purpose. As a result, he 
favors projects which require only labor, and demand 
few or no materials — woodland clearance, malaria con- 
trol, repairs to public buildings, etc. The two men 
arc so diametrically opposed in their views that it seemed 
no compromise was possible. 

A fortnight ago the President stepped in and pro- 
vided a partial settlement to the problem. He decided 
the question of jurisdiction by outlining which projects 
arc to be controlled by Mr. Hopkns, which by Mr. 
Ickes. Result: All projects involving the expenditure 
of less than $2^,000 are to be handled by Mr. Hopkins; 
all those costing more, by Mr. Ickes. For example: If 
the President approves the building of a canal, Mr. Ickes 
will handle it — if he says yes to a ditch, it will be done 
by Mr. Hopkins; Mr. Ickcs will build highways, while 
Mr. Hopkins builds trails. Mr. Ickcs will erect public 
buildings, and Mr. Hopkins will landscape the grounds 
surrounding them. And so it goes. 

The works relief program is at last swinging into 
actual operation — and the question that remains to be 
answered is whether or not it can find useful and pro- 
ductive jobs for the 3,500,000 heads of families who are 
still out of work.

Ramie, Subititute for 

CoUoni , Linen, in Weal 

Success In growing ramie or China 
grass as a partial aubatltute for cot- 
ton and linen and a probable aid to 
both In maWng better twines or fab- 
rics Is announced by Bola Chatt, who 
has been growing thla plant experi- 
mentally, near Los Angeles, says the 
Chicago Tribune. Mr. Chatt reporta 
a probable yield of more than 1,600 
pounds of ramie fiber an acre. 

Ramie fiber has been produced In 
China thousands of yeart. but only 
by laborious band processes not pos- 
sible without very cheap labor. 

Although ramies fibers are atronger 
than cotton or linen and have the 
other advantage of glistening almost 
like silk, they have two serioua prac- 
tical disadvantages. Oho Is that they 
grow embedded In a layer of extremely 
sticky gum, every trace of which mutt 
be removeix from each fiber before 
these can be used. The other Is that 
Individual fibers, oven If from the same 
plant may differ considerably In Ungth« 
10 that tt Is dUflcnlt to aort and n*B 
them by machinery. 

With the cheap Chinese Uibor. the 
fibers merely are picked out and de- 
gommed one-by one- and are sorted 
Into lengths by hand. Many degum- 
nlng machines have been suggested, 
but most of them require the crude 
fibers to be stripped off the plant 
stalks and carried to some kind of 
factory, during which trip the .gnm 
dries out and becomea sflU harder to 
remove.

TELLS HOW BANKS 
AIDED PRO GRESS 

Economist Describes the Ways 

Banl<lng Institutions Have 
I Contributed to Develop- 
I ment of tJnited States 

OMAHA, Nobr.— Privatoly owned 
banking, doBplto Us fnu1ta» has aorved 
America well, Wllllnm A. Irwin, Pro- 
fessor at Economics, Wnshbtirn Col- 
lege. Topoko» Kanaas, declared In a ro- 
cent addroaa horo on "Danking In a 
.Changing World." 

"Under the leadorshlii of Individuals 
banking has helped to bring this coun* 
try to a foromoat place In economic dQ> 
Telopmeat among the nations of the 
world," be said. "The small communltj 
baa been developed by the Individual 
bank. The frontiers of America have 
been pushed forward by the help and 
counsel of the individual banker. The 
■hocks of wars and deproaalons In a 
century and a half have been withstood 
with the assistance of the Individual 
banker. 

Changs May Bo Neceiiary 

"It may bo that wo have reached a 
tide in the affairs of America when new 
methods are needed. It may be that we 
hare come to a point whore the tndl- 
Tldual should bo submerged for *tho 
KToatost good of tho groatcat number.* 

*'U may even bo that complete cen- 
tralization of the banking system has 
Jiecome an economic necessity In our 
complicated social life. But tho banker 
ought to be satlsflod that these things 
jytQ so before ho should give up his fight 
for the system we hare known. We" 
i^im^ to greatness under that kind of 
banking; we should not give It up with- 
out cnmlstakabia proof of the absolute 
aecessUy of such a change." 

l^- *thi Amcnean Pstlcrd 

Professor Irwin said that the pr&> 
l)o«ai which has been advanced for co- 
ordinating banking operations la tho 
naUonal Interest under "a 'Supreme 
Court* for banking Is typically Ameri- 
can and ought to have the most serl- 
ons consideration of Ihoso elements 
■which are clamoring for political con- 
trol, which is typically un-American." 
It 1b not wise, be said, to oppose changes 
as such, but that bankers should "see 
to It that change, If and when It does 
come, shall preserve all that Is good In 
the post and stick as closely as pos- 
sible to the American pattern of 
tklnga." 

Banking Is properly a conservative 
profession, he pointed out, and should 
cling to practices and prlndplcs of 
banking that are, and always have been 
fundamentally sound. 

"It Is to lU credit that so large a 
group of Its members never faltered, 
even In boom times. In their allegiance 
to those sound principles," he declared. 
••We* probably owe our salvation from 
chaos to that fact"

Sonttle, Wnsli.— Tho old whaling vem 
sols, hugo and cimibersome, carrying 
a neat of Bmnl) boots to search out 
and kill the whales, as well as all nec- 
CJwnry Implements for "trying out" tho 
blut)bor, hove all but diBnppenrcd from 
the fumnijs wliolery grounds in tho 
nerlng m>a. Still common In antarctic 
waters, thoy nrp seldom seen In wntors 
Rhoiit the Aleutian Islands, In their 
place have come smnll, snub-nosed 
"stream whnlcrs.** 

Fourteen of these modem ships are 
roaming the cold Bering sea. With a 
200 ton gross dl.tplncement, each car* 
rlcs a Sven Foyn gun mounted on a 
hlRlt find Hnring bow. No more do 
men row away from the motor ship In 
scorch of whales; with the modern 
gun and high speed, each vessel seeks 
out Its own whales and shoots the 
harpoon from tho bow gun. 

The gun throws the harpoon, four 
feet In length and wolgblng a hundred 
pounds, from .10 to 40 yards. Behind 
the barb of the harpoon Is a cap, con- 
taining a charge of explosives timed to 
go off three soconds after the har- 
poon has struck. The whales do not 
often run with theae appliances; the 
-strike" Is usually fatal. 

Processed on Shor*. 
One of the great dangers of tho 
older metliods of whlllng was that of 
fire. The blubbor was "tried out," 
or cooked down, In great kettles car- 
ried aboard the shl p. Tho crewa 
turned from hunters to butchers and 
"cooks," and the whale was reduced 
to oil and whalebone aboard the ship, 
to the accompaniment of an unholy 
odor and tho constant danger that 
one of tlio cooking (Ires might get out 
of control and destroy the vesseL 

Under modem methods factories for 
processing the whales are eatablLshcd 
on shore near tho whaling areas. 
When a whale Is killed It Is Inflated 
vrtth air and marked with a fiag. After 
the day's catch Is completed the dead 
are gathered up and towed to shore, 
where the factory carries on the oil 
producing processes with m much 
greater efllclency than was possible 
nnder tlie old methods. 

It's Still Dangerous. 
Not all the danger and the excite- 
ment has gone, though, from tho 
actual killing of tlio whale. So testi- 
fied CapL Eeder Oness of Kodlok. mss- 
ter and gun man of one of the Bering 
sea whalers, when he said: 

••It's Just as dangerous as It used 
to be. Nobody has an easy time stand- 
ing on the deck beside the gun. In a 
heavy sea— and the gales are bad off 
the Aleutian Islands. The whale zlpa 
up for as long as you can' say 'scat* 
and you are supposed to shoot Mm 
now. That Is hard to do," 
'I But the Bering pen whalers were

Provrd UfesaverM on Voyage 
Around tho World 

HOW the crew of the "Scth 
Parker" fared on an exclualro 
diet of canned fooda for more 
than aeven weeka, and ate them 
all around the world to Samoa, 
has been vividly told by Captain 
Constantin Fllnk, the ship's navi- 
gating officer. Tho "Scth Parker 
Is tho famous four-master which 
sailed last year under tho com- 
mand of Phillips Lord who ere- 
ated the radio character after 
which It was named. 

Tho ship's voyage look It 
through the furnace heat of the 
equator and the freezing cold 
of tho North Atlantic in mid- 
winter, but the canned fooda it 
carrle<I stood up through all 
changes of temperature and 
proved llfesavers throughout the 
trip. 

S«ven Weeks Without Fresh 
Food 

"We expected," said Fllnk, who 
has been on sailing ahlpa for over 
thirty years, "to sail tho seven 
hundred miles 
from Panama 
to tho Gala- 
pagoa Islands 
in about a 
week, but like 
tho Ancient 
Mariner, w e 
were becalmed 
in the dol- 
drums, and It 
was well Into 
tho ninth week before we reached 
the Islands. After the first two 
weeks out of Panama all of our 
fresh food was exhausted, and we 
had to rely exclusively on our 
canned st:ppllca. 

"Fortunately we had brought 
along some canned loganberry 
Juice and canned tomato Juice. 
There waa never a sign among 
our crew of that dread acourgo 
of the seaa, scurvy, which was 
■o prevalent In tho old daya of 




sailing vesaela that BrlUah ships 
were caUod 'lime Juicers* because 
they wore required by law to 
serve lime Jnlco to the crow to 
ward off this disease. 

•'But oven if wo had not had 
tho loganberry and tomato Jolce, 
wo would not have feared scurvy, 
as wo had a plentiful supply of 
conned spinach, beans, carroCs, 
peas and other vegetables which 
aro equally pood preventatlvca. 
Wo alao had such meats as canned 
corned beef and frankfurters, and 
such fish as canned clam chowder 
and codflah cakes. These latter 
foods were luxuries because you 
can't catch flsh at sea. you know, 
except once In a long while a 
stray dolphin. 

And Then Mostly Canned • 
Foods 

"At tho Galapagos Islands we 
caught a big haul— two tone — of 
fresh fish, but. we couldn't get 
much there la : '■ 

the way of 
green vege- 
tables or fresh 
fruit. Wo got a 
large supply 
of wild lem- 
ons, but that 
waa all In tho 
way of fruit, 
and for fresh 
meat wo killed 
wo wild bnlla. 

"It really ' 
reached the Marquesas about" a 
month later that we could get a 
plentiful supply of fresh fooda. so 
for nearly three months tho chief 
part of our diet consisted of 
canned foods. And we all kept 
healthy and liked It We had 
some things which are not usu- 
ally canned put up In tlna to pre- 
serve them at sea through all the 
varying temperatures. Shredded 
wheat, for instance. And we had 
powdered milk and malted milk 
as well as evaporated milk. 

"As a matter of fact, wo sub- 
slated largely on canned foolla 
during tho entire voyage."*
